Sen. Pittman Opens 
Administration Fight 
On Embargo Clause

WASHINGTON, (lp) — Sen. Key 
Pittman, D., Nev., chairman of the 
senate foreign relations committee, 
declared today that the present 
neutrality law handicaps America 
in her determination to stay out of 
war. 

Opening a momentous senate de- 
| bate on neutrality law revision, the 
lean, drawling westerner centered 
his attack on provisions of the pre- 
sent act which permit American 


arms to the warring nations. He 
also urged repeal of the arms em- 
bargo, which he said was not a true 
symbol of American neutrality. 
The 800 gallery seats were filled

Jury Finds For Defense 
In Hearing Concluded | 
On Friday Afternoon i 


A jury in the Superior Court re- 
ported about 9:30 o’clock Friday 
night finding for the defense in the 
suit for $41,543 damages brought 
by the parents of Miss La Royce 
Meyers against Russell S. Van 
Dyck. 

Trial of the matter had opened. 
Tuesday and continued until the 
jury received the instructions of 
the court in the case at about 4:40 
o'clock Friday afternoon and retir- ; 
ed to begin deliberations. ' 

The suit was brought by Roy and 
Olga Meyers who contended that 
the death of their daughter result- 
ed from the negligence and care- 
lessness of the defendant, whose car 
Struck and fatally injured Miss 
Meyers on February 20, last, at 
Fresh Pond, while she and Russell 
were there aS members of a winter 
sports party spending the day in 
the snow. 

Attorneys Russell Harris and B.

| Grade school enrollment for the 
county will total about 1,413 pupils, 
it was estimated Monday by Super- 
intendent K. W. McCoy. The en- 
roliment at Placerville Grammar 
school is 344 pupils, not including 
kindergarten. 

County School Superintendent K. 
W. McCoy on Monday morning re- 
vealed that a census of county 
| school enrollment is under way and 
is partially complete. This con- 
| stitutes the summarization of the 
regular reports made by the schools 
of the county to the school super- 
intendent’s office on their enroll- 
ment. 

The report, when finally compiled, 
will show the number of pupils in 
the various grades in each school 
in the county, and totals will be 
‘struck off by grades and by schools. 

The report at this writing is only 
partially complete and among the 
schools missing are Buckeye, Dia- ! 
mond Springs, Deer Valley, Lake! 
Valley, Nashville, Negro Hill, Oak 
Hill, Penobscot, Pleasant Valley, 
Ringgold, and Springvale. 

The schools reporting show a to- 
tal of about 1,117 pupils.

Proposal Expected

As the second month of hostilities 
got underway, a new and perhaps 
| final bid for peace by Adolph Hit- 
| ler—perhaps through Italy — was 
‘expected but Great Britain and 
pene already had turned it down.

|mination of both sides to fight to 
the finish.

and almost fanatical zeal of some 
of our senators in treating these par- 
ticular goods (armaments) as dis- 
tinguished from other instruments 
of war and retaining them on the 
embargo list,” he said, “is actuated, 
even if unconsciously, by pride of 
past attitude. 

“Even some distinguished senat- 
ors contend that it is the symbol 
of neutrality. It is just another 
catch word that leads American 
people to believe that the repeal of 
the embargo list is the repeal of all 
neutrality legislation.” 

Pittman said that he was “im- 
patient” with the arguments that 
United States entered the world 
war to collect. debts owed by for- 
eign governments to our citizens. 

He attributed our entrance into 
the world war to submarine attacks 
by the German government, cli- 
maxed by the sinking of United

Russo-Jap Accord 
Gravely Important

THE RUSSO-JAPANESE get-to- 
gether is about as much of a head- 
ache to Uncle Sant as the Anglo- 
Franco-German situation is. Poten- 
tially, perhaps, 
it’s an even 
worse one. Con- 
ceivably Uncle 
Samuel can re- 
main indefinite- 
ly on the Euro- 
pean sidelines. 
But if the Japs 
are to have a 
free hand in 
China his toes 
are pretty cere 
tain to be tram- 
pled on in a 
fashion that 
! neither his feel- 
.ings nor his interests will make it 
;easy for him to submit to without 
jexpressing his resentment very 
forcibly. 

To be sure, the suspension of 
Russo-Japanese hostilities along 
the Mongolian-Manchukuoan fron- 
tier is spoken of alike in Moscow 
and Tokio as the result of a truce 
of no great consequence. 
| The fact remains that said hose 

tilities are suspended. Even before | 

their suspension Russia had begun ' 
to take such an interest in doings: 
on its western border that Dictator 

Stalin may imaginably have been 

anxious to get the Japanese off his 

hands to ‘the eastward. Also, the 
truce having been arranged, it’s 
noteworthy that the Japs imme- 
diately and emphatically intensified 
their campaign to conquer China. 

They were hampered in this came 

paign while their undeclared war 

with the Russians lasted. 


The essential point, from the 
American angle, is that the mikado 
appears materially to have ime 
proved his chances of gaining come 
plete control on the eastern Asiatic 
mainland, 
possibly he has it in the back of 
his head to grab that, too, later. 


Bal as a Kaleidoscope 


It’s no secret that Tokio wants 
to drive Occidentals out of China 
proper. 

The Chinese object—not neces- 
sarily because they’re pro-Occi- 
dental, but because they’re opposed 
to being’ gobbled by Nippon, and 
most Occidentals, for their own 
selfish reasons, likewise prefer not 
to have Nippon gobble them. 


Consequently, when the Japs un- 
dertook to assimilate them. the 
Chinese had the sympathy of Amer- 
icans, British, French and Rus- 
sians. The Dutch and Portuguese 
sympathized, too, but they’re too 
pewee to signify. For that matter. 
sympathy’s the only thing Ameri- 
cans have helped the mainlanders 
with thus far. 

Britain and France, however, 
have aided them with military sup- 
plies, shipped in through such 
backdoors as Hongkong and French 
Indo-China. Now, though, the Brit- 
ish and French are too busy in the 
west to keep these rear doors open. 
Furthermore, they need all their 
supplies for European consumption. 


| Von Ribbentrop 


Russia has been of still more, 
solid assistance to Chiang Kai-' 
shek‘s Chinese government. The: 
Russians not only have provided 


Chiang with fighting materials; 
they’ve waged physical war against 
the Japs on the Mongolian-Man- 
chukuoan line, preventing the lat- 
ter from concéntrating against 
Chiang in a southerly direction. 

Then came the Russo-German 
pact, relieving Stalin of any urgent 
worries on his west front. The con- 
clusion seemed to be that he was 
|| thus left free to deal whole hearted- 
{lly with the Japs to the eastward, 
greatly to China’s benefit. 

Today, instead, it develops that 
Russia is concerned rather with the 
|| west than the east—it wants a 
‘|ehunk of Poland more than it 
wishes to dominate China. 


Nice for the Japs 

Hence that Russo-Japanese truce. 

The mikado probably can lick 
Chiang if he hasn’t any Occidental 
backers. 

Well, Russia at least temporarily 
is out of the picture. Britain and 
france have their hands full in Eu- 
rope. It looks like quick work for 
the Japs in China; and if they win, 
out and out—goodby Occidentals in 
that part of Asia. 


Japs have been rather nice to 
Americans to date, but it’s a cinch 
that they won’t be as soon as they 
can afford to be otherwise. Now, 


how will Uncle Sam like it to have’ 
his Chinese rights disregarded and, 


to have his nationals slapped 
around by the Japanese, as Britons’ 
rights and nationals have been 
treated lately?

One of Scotland’s greatest law- 
yers Lord Hugh Pittison MacMil- 
lan, is Britain’s chief war-time cen- 
son with the official title of Minis- 
ter of Information. 


To members of the American 
Bar who have met Lord MacMil- 
lan he is anything but a “dour 
Scot.” In fact, when the bar asso- 
ciation held its convention in Cleve- 
land a year ago he was the No. 1 
attraction during the sessions. He 
cut capers, received reporters in his 
shirt sleeves, traded quips with them 
and posed readily and gaily for pho- 
tographers. 


It seemed that Lord MacMillan 
took great delight in upsetting the 
accepted idea of a British barrister. 
He answered his own phone in a 
Cleveland hotel suite, and Lady 
MacMillan begged interviewers to 
excuse the breakfast distes on the 
table. 

As Minister of Information, how- 
ever, his broad Scottish smile prob- 
ably isn’t much in evidence now. 
He is a firm believer in deliberate 
action, so it is likely that there will 
be no hasty measures by his min- 
istry. In praise of deliberation, Lord 
MacMillan once recalled: 

“T remember one court case when 
it took a barrister 12 days just to 
open his case, but it really worked 


out quite well.”
